During the two weeks of 
hitch-hiking I spent the equi- 
valent of $3.00.

experts in Ottawa,-the spending 
habits of the average Canadian fam- 
ily have drastically changed during 
recent years and wil! continue to 
change. Less of the household bud- 
get is being spent on what our grand- 
fathers. would regard as essentials 


“abd more on what they would con- 


sider luxuries. 

Thus a set of figures in Maclean's 
Magazine shows that_27 cents of the 
family’s dollar is now spent on food 
as against 29.9 cents thirty years ago, 
(Food prices have risen in that time, 
of course, but so has the family’s 
money income.) Expenditures on 
clothing have dropped from 13.9-te 
12.4 cents as Canadians ge in for 
less formal] dress and_use more of 
the new and cheaper fabrics (the 
real problem of the controversial 
Canadian textile industry). 

On the other hand, expenditures 
on automobiles have risen from 9.4 
to 12.6 cents; on drink and tobacco 
from 5.4 to 8.7 cents; on recreation 
and education from 8.8 to 9.6 cents, 
and on medical care from 6.1 to 6.8 
cents. 

The experts predict that this 
trend will continue in the next dec- 
ade. Proportionately less of the 
family income will go to necessities 
like food, shelter and clothing, more 
to the amenities and luxuries of life. 

Such figures are only the statis- 
tical image of a rich nation, growing 
richer despite temporary setbacks 
from ,time to time. Life nowadays 
may not seem especially abundant to 
a demanding and ambitious genera- 
tion but its abundance would startle 
our grandfathers, even our fathers. 

In the interesting table of figures 
Published by Maclean's three vital 
factors are omitted. 

This year the Federal Govern: 
ment will spend something over; $6 
billions, or roughly a fifth of the 
expected gross national income. Out 
of the average family’s dollar about

To that must be added the taxes 
of the provinces and municipalities.

The second factor not mentioned 
in the Maclean’s-table is the value! 
of the dollar. It is easy to assume 
—Mr. Fleming assumes it in his bud- 
get speech—that the number of dol- 
lars available to the average family 
will rise even during this year of re- 
cession, but-what will they be worth 
at the year’s end, or-at the end @ 
another decade? 

No one knows that, of course. 
All we know now is that prices have 
been steadily rising; that Mr. Flem- 
ing does not, expect them to rise any 
more this year at least; and that the 
last cost-of-living index issued-by the | 
Government of the United States, 
where opr price structure largely 
originates, showed another rise. 

Hence the third unmentioned 
factor—a continual fall in the per 
dollar value.of the family’s savings. 
They are comparatively large, ac- 
cording to Mr. Fleming's latest fig- 
ures, and growing remarkably. So 
is the family’s debts. But every ‘dol- 
lar is worth less than half its value 
two decades ago and it.must be an 
optimist indeed, or a federal minister 
of finance, who expects it. to hold 
its present value a decade, or even 
a year hence. |

With the terrific pressure 
hunder which so* many of our 
orchestras must work in order 
to meet theiz . incredibly 
jerowded schedules, the time 
simply cannot be found to give 
every composer and every per- 
formance its fult mental due. 

And so it wes that, in re 
hearsing the Ninth, no real at- 
tempt could be made to probe 
too deeply behind or under the 
‘motes. The notes themselves, of 
course,. were thrice-familiar to 
every man in the orchestra, not 
to speak of Ormandy, and one 
could not help but recall the 
famous quotation attributed to 
Monteux when he first guest 
conducted. this fearfully com- 
petent Philadelphia Orchestra: 
“Gentlemen, I know-you could 
play this backward, but let us 
not do it that way!” 

This rehearsal, then, con 
sisted largely of simonizing to 
a still more blinding gloss the 
orchestral playing in all 
aspects—-precision of ensemble, 
super-refinement of sound, and 
so forth. And it was of ‘these 
things that one was made to be 
conscious, rather than of what 
should be the ultimate end-
